I ran a Twoer on my bicycle around 1964 to 1967. I used a dynamotor for 
the B+ so I had to use a large truck battery to get any extended operating 
time. The antenna was the old colinear on a closet pole (3 half waves in 


phase) that used to be in the handbook around then. It was very tall but 
it got out great! I put sliding panels on the case so I could get to the 
crystal socket to QSY and to tune the final. They also came in handy when 
one of the tubes would fall out of the socket after going over a bump. I 
rode the setup over to the Disneyland Hotel (about 30 miles) for the ARRL 
convention (I think 1965) and got second place in the mobile contest. (The 
judges were impressed when the colinear hit the guardrail to the monorail 
track right by the sign that said "Danger High Voltage") Everyone in 
Southern California was on AM on two meters back then so I never lacked 
for QSO's. What great fun! That was the first Heathkit I ever built (I 
was 13 at the time) and it worked the first time I tuned it up.

Hi All, 


Received the RMK-PIC which enhance the ability of the famous Rock-Mite, 
Here I briefly report my installation. 


Although one must disassemble the Rockmite, The installation is 
straightforward. Two modifications are needed to mount the RMK-PIC. 


One is the 10K-ohm pull up to 5V of Pin-4 of RMK-PIC. You just 


add the resistor between the Pin 1-4. 

Another mod is variable pot with two resistors in hot/cold end 
installation around "dah" input of RMK-PIC. 

There will be several choice to do this. If you need a external 
pod control, you would drill a hole to your chassis. 

Since I am not frequently change my keying speed, I placed a small 
variable resistor pod just above the dah input of the RMK board. 
>From the pod, two resistors are connected to 5V and Ground. 

I choose pick up points at the bypass capacitor lands nearby 

the U3 (RMK-PIC). These modifications are done within 30 minutes.

This is a follow-up to my note of a week or so ago concerning ExpressPCB. 


After spending more time trying to remove the background in ExpressPCB 
software I've given up. 


I imported the screen graphic into both PhotoShop Esentials and PaintShop 
Pro. While I successfully removed the offending background the results 
were not as good as I had hoped. The screen layout was not up to the 
quality of the printed version (with background) so, you were still left 
with, what I considered, an inferior graphic. 


I found a site http://www.olimex.com/pcb/ listing a bunch of software 
suppliers and downloaded several of the demos to try. Finally settled ona 
package by LABCENTER in the UK. Click on "shareware" and then 
"PROLITE.EXE" from the US site. ARES is the pcb software and ISIS is the 
schematic package. The learning curve is fairly easy (about like 
ExpressPCB). The limit is 100 pins and there is a nag message.

Digital scopes need a sample rate of at least 

four times or more of the highest frequency you want 

to examine. Thus a 100 MS/s digital scope is running 
lean when you try to see good detail greater than 20 MHz. 


While it is possible to get a 100 MS/s digital scope at a 
price of about 10% of the original list cost - that could 
still weigh in at > kilo-buck. (A link to WWW based FAQ for 
Digital Scopes is at http://www.qsl.net/wdi1v) 


Your best bet is a used analog scope with about 30 MHz or 
greater BW. Usually easy to find at hamfests, eBay, etc.

Gang, 


I've been getting a fair number of requests for more AAPB filter boards, 
presumally for use with Rock Mites. Instead of doing that, I decided to 
design a filter board specificly for the Rock Mite. This is a somewhat 
simpler design. It fits on an even smaller board and is less expensive to 
boot. 


I eliminated the automatic volume limiter, which used the most expensive 
parts and took up a fair amount of board real estate. I changed the filter 
to a single 700 Hz (center freq) band pass followed by a 1 KHz low pass. 
This makes the filter a little less peakie, but still gives good high 
frequency rejection. 


Finally, I added a LM386 audio amp, with a hiss reduction network, which 
also peaks it's responce to about 700 Hz. With the LM386, you can cut down 
on the gain of the pre amp in the R/M. There is also a R/C filter to input 
the side tone directly into the LM386, for volume independant side tone. 


The board is about 1.9" x 1.3" and has the same mounting hole spacing as 
the R/M, so board spacers can be used to mount the filter board over the 
R/M. Since SMT parts are used, the filter adds very little additional 
highth. You will need to add a volume control. (not supplied with the kit) 


Since the holidays are quickly approching, we will wait until after new 
years to order boards and parts for this, but I thought you'd want to know 
it's in the works. BTW, price of the filter board kit will be a reasonable 
$12.00, post paid.
